Anne Gary Pannell announced a contribution of approximately $311,900 from the Ford Foundation 

to Sweet Briar College as both a faculty salary endowment grant and as an “accomplishment award.” Sweet

astic appreciation for this second largest gift to Sweet Briar since 
the college was founded.

With an additional $312,000 in matching gifts, Sweet Briar will 
be well on the way toward securing the “other million’ which 
will make the 50th anniversary building and endowment program 
a successful milestone for Sweet Briar in 1956.
